Marquette, Mich., Feb. 7.—In one of 
the o u st disastrous explosions ever 
occurring 
in 
Upper 
Michigan, ten 
j men met instant death at the plant 
of the Pluto Powder company, in the 
outskirts of Ishpeming, late this- aft­ 
ernoon. 
The bodies of th^ dead were blown 
to pieces. The dead were: 
Michael O'Connor, aged 50. 
Robert Askew, aged 25. 
Edward Woodward, aged 19. - 
George Woodward, aged 17. 
Thomas Ripper, aged 19. 
Joseph Ripper, aged 20. 
Charles Kemp, aged 19. 


Justin Jordan, aged 27. 
George Wallperg, aged 20. 
Andrew Matson, aged 35. 
One explosion took place in the 
gelatine powder house. Every man in 
this building was blown to pieces. 
What caused 
the explosion 
will 
never be known. Gelatine powder is 
largely composed 
of 
nitroglycerin, 
and it is supposed that the mixture 
was being stirred in the big cruci­ 
ble within the house when the stuff 
let go. About 1,000 pounds exploded. 
Only twenty minutes before the dis­ 
aster 5,000 pounds of the explosive 
had been removed, otherwise the hav­ 
oc Would have been much greater. 
As it was, the plant was little dam­ 
aged and the shock felt in Ishpem­ 
ing was hardly perceptible.

Windows at Winthrop, a mile away 
however, were broken. Only a few 
fragments of the bodies have yet 
been recovered.

Midnight Ride of Paul Revere. 
In American iiistory the most fa­ 
mous of all rides was that of Paul 
Revere, the young Boston patriot who 
at a given signal from the belfry of 
Old North church, Boston, sped away 
to Lexington to warn Hancock and 
Adams of the approach of the enemy 
Revere was considered to be the best 
horseman in the vicinity of Boston. 
It was assigned to him the task of 
riding, on a fleet horse, from Boston 
to New York and Philadelphia to 
rouse the people to action, following 
the belligerent move of the British in 
and about his home city. 
When Governor Gage was ordered 
to arrest Adams and Hancock, and to 
send them to England for trial, the 
patriots protected themselves by hid­ 
ing in Lekington. Their place of con­ 
cealment was discovered and on the 
night of ’April 18, 1775, 
a 
body 
of 
eight hundred British regulars were 
sent to arrest them. By midnight the 
troops were well on their way. Every 
precaution for secrecy had been tak­ 
en, but the vigilance of the patriots 
was too keen to 'be eluded. 
Paul Revere stood by the river, his 
steed by his side, waiting for the 
belfry signal. Finally it appeared and 
a moment later he was galloping 
through the night towards Lexing­ 


ton. At every door, as he dashed 
along, he shouted the thrilling news 
that the British were coming. Reach­ 
ing exington he sped straight for 
the house of 
Rev. 
Jonas 
Clarke, 
where the two statesmen were asleep. 
The door was guarded by minutemen, 
who cautioned him against stirring 
the inmates with his noise. 
’'Noise,** cried Revere, “you’ll soon 
have noise enough, the regulars are 
coming." 
Hancock, 
at 
an 
upper 
window, 
knew his voice and invited him in; 
and a few hours later, when the en­ 
emy came up, the patriots had quiet­ 
ly proceeded on their 
way 
to 
the 
congress at Philadelphia. 
American history will always view 
Revere as the “Messenger of the Rev­ 
olution" for this famous 
ride. 
The 
imagery of the poet Longfellow has 
thrown around this midnight ride a 
glamour that will stir the hearts of 
Americans as long as the nat on en­ 
dures. But Revere was not the only 
one who rode on that eventful night 
carrying news of much import. Before 
he started 'Dr. Warren had dispatch­ 
ed another rider, 'William Dawes, by 
the long road over the Boston Neck. 
Fearful that Dawes would not get 
through, 
the 
doctor 
commissioned 
Revere to go by the shorter route 
across the river. Both riders were 
able to elude the British, but Dawes 
did not reach Lexington for half an 
hour after Revere. No poet has sung 
fche latter’s praise, and today hard­ 
ly anyone knows that Revere had a 
companion in the same task. 
Of late years an effort has been 
made to disparage much of the pict­ 
uresque incident of the Revere ride. 
That it was taken, however, is be­ 
yond dispute. In Revere’s letter to 
Dr. Belknap, written in 1798, which 
is still extant, he speaks of the ride. 
Justin Winsor, in writing of the in­ 
cident, says: 
“The ride of 
Paul 
Revere 
has 
growrn to be a household tale in the 
spirited verse of Longfellow, but as 
in almost all of that poet’s treatment 
of historical episodes, he has paid 
little attention to exactness of fact 
and has widely, and often without 
poetic 
necessity, 
turned 
the chan­ 
nel of events.” 
But historians of the present day 


i seem very prone to disparage many 
! of the incidents that have been wrrit- 
j ten down as facts by the historian 
of the past and the general public 
I are left to decide for themselves and 
to take their choice as to what and 
whom to believe. 
Revere is described as a fine type 
of busy, eneregtic man, who lived a 
useful life 
to his 54th year. 
When 
he died he was laid to rest 
in the 
old Granary burying grounds, Boston, 
where rest 
the bodies 
of 
Samuel Ad­ 
ams, John Hancock, Robert 
Treat 
Paine, Peter Faneuil and the parents 
of Benjamin Franklin, and on Christ 
church is a tablet which tells the 
paserby that: 
“The Signal Ranters of Paul Re­ 
vere ‘Displayed 
in the 
Steeple of 
This church, April 8, 1775, Warned 
the Country of the 
March 
of 
the 
British Troops to Lexington and Con­ 
cord.”

Oklahoma City, Ok., Feb. 6.—Unit­ 
ed states Senator Gore delivered an 
address before the Oklahoma legisla­ 
ture in joint session this afternoon, 
in which he stated he was for the 
tariff hoard, or commission, as pro­ 
vided for in a pending' bill before 
congress, providing it was amended. 
He believed the board sh ald be bi­ 
partisan, appointed by the president, 
and confirmed by the senate, but did 
not think the president should be 
given power to remove the appointees 
at his pleasure, as this is too great 
diatt, he said, to impose upon hu­ 
man nature. He would have the board 
figure tile cost between producing ar­ 
i s e s in this and other countries, 
then graduate the tariff, and if done 
in good faith, he said, it would show' 
that any articles of commerce pro­ 
tected by the tariff wall could be as 
cheaply produced here as elsewhere. 
Favor of Reciprocity. 
And then I desire to know,” said 
the senator, w h a t the protectionists 
propose to do about it.” He favored 
reciprocity and he wa si not responsi­ 
ble, he said, because of discrimina­ 
tion against a certain class of com­ 
modities. It would make wider the 
United States m arkets and all the 
more extend our national and individ­ 
ual prosperity. 
He declared himself in favor of 
direct election of United States Sen­ 
ators, saying that about all the op­ 
position left was among the senators 
themselves. The idea would not be 
framed into a law at this time, but 
the time was coming, he said, when 
it would prevail. Democratic success 
in 1912 was predicted by the sena­ 
tor, but he did not venture to name 
his preference of the man to lead 
the ticket. 
“There is such a wilderness of 
presidential timber to select from,’ 
he said, “and it is not who we should 
nominate, but who we should not 
nominate; it is not who will win, 
but who is worthy to win. I am in­ 
terested more in the type than the 
man. 


Referring to the resolution passed 
by the house a few days ago in 
which the Senator’s course was ap­ 
proved as to certain Indian m atters 
and 
legislation, 
he 
expressed 
his 
thanks, but he referred neither to 
the 
congressional 
investigation 
of 
last summer nor the incidents* lead­ 
ing up to it, other than by implica­ 
tion. 


A good name and conscience is 
the greatest treasure a 
public or 
pri\ote man can lay up for him­ 
self" said the senator. 
I rges Public Economy. 
He urged economy in public m at­ 
ters, declared himself in favor of 
good roads, saying th at oil county 
seats should be connected, but warn­ 
ed against evying a too great tax 
at the outset. He advocated a system 
of state prizes to farm ers who would 
produce the largest crops on twenty 
acres, and to boys who would do the 
best with corn on one acre. Sena­ 
tor Gore was introduced to the joint 
session by Speaker Durant. 
Twelve Bills Passed. 
The house passed twelve bill on 
roll call, among them being that by 
Mr. M*oore of Coal county, authoriz­ 
ing a state rewrard of $50 for con­ 
victions for dynamiting fish. 
By Messrs. B arrett and Akin: Pro­ 
viding for attendance of schools in 
another district. 
By Mr. Jones: Providing for edu­ 
cation of indigent cripples, crippled 
and deformed persons at state ex­ 
pense. 
By Mr. Steen: For paying actual 
expenses 
of

holding court in other than the coun 
ty their residence (emergency clause 
defeated.)

By Mr. Moss: Providing for mak­ 
ing counties liable for all fees of

Hatchett referred to the gov­ 
ernor s message of a few days ago, 
in which the condition of the public 
buildings funds was shown, and he 
•.old the senate that if it wanted to 
preserve the state’s credit it was time 
to call a halt. Senator -Horton stat­ 
ed that the real farmer was in favor 
oi appropriating money for the bene­ 
fit ot consolidated rural school in 
place of adding more buildings to-the 
higher educational 
institutions, un­ 
less there was a pressing need for 
them. 


Senate Adapts Memorial. 


The senate adopted a memorial to 
congress offered by Senator Horton 
asking that a federal constitutional 
convention be called to submit an 
amendment that would make polyg­ 
amy illegal, which was now the law 
of twenty-seven states. 
A resolution was offered by Sen­ 
ator 
Coffey 
memoralizing congress 
to permit the state to dispose of the 
proceeds of Section 33 in Greer coun­ 
ty as the state elects. 
A new senate bill was offered by 
Mr. Barefoot defining bank burglary 
and fixing the penalty at twenty to 
fifty years in the penitentiary. 
‘A joint resolution was offered by 
Mr. Franklin providing for submis­ 
sion of an amendment to the con­ 
stitution at the primary election in 
1912 declaring that no property qual­ 
ification other than that fixed by the 
contitution shall ever be imposed as 
a prerequisite for registering or vot­ 
ing, and 
that all other 
qualifica­ 
tions imposed by the legislature or 
the people shall conform to the Unit­ 
ed States constitutions and amend­ 
ments thereto. 


Congress Is Memorialized. 


Both houses passed a resolution 
memorializing congress 
to 
provide 
for sale of the segregated coal and 
asphalt lands of the Choctaw and 
Chickasha tribes. 
A house committee reported un­ 
favorably upon the Wilbur bill pro 
posing a $50 county tax against ped­ 
dlers. 
Favorable reports were received on 
the Durant bill regulating architects 
and the Goulding fire marshall bill 
from the senate.
